The drills should he hatfan inch deep, and the seed 
raked in lengthwise of the drills.

From this time, 
merely pull out the weeds. 

Garden Beans . — Should be planted about the 
middle of May, half an inch deep, in rows. The 
oows for bush beans should be three £eet apart, with 
Hie hills in a row two and a half feet from each oth- 
er. The rows for pole beans should he four feet 
apart, and the hills in a row three feet frmn each 
other. 

They should b r lined three times before the flow- 
ering time; but must never he hoed when wet with 
dew or rain. 

Melons. Cucumbers and Squashes. — They should 
Tie planted about the middle of May; cucumbers j 
fur pickling may he planted Ihe middle of June. 
'T he hills may he three or four feet apart. The I 
ground should boas well prepared as for onions. | 
And (hey must be lined Iliree times before time for 
vines to run. Afterwards pull out the weeds. 

In this part of ihe country a situation should be 
selected for cucumbers, which will be shaded from 
eleven o’clock in the forenoon, until three o'clock 
in the afternoon; and where they are exposed io 
tfic sun the rest of the day. 

Cabbages . — They should be transplanted into the 
beds where they are to grow abonMlje 20th of May; 
tiiey having been sowed in a small bed for plant* 
about a month previous. The ground ought to he 
well mellowed and manured, before they are trans- 
planted. 

They should be hoed in the morning, when the 
dew i3 on, once each week, until they begin lo 
head.

He states that lie was then 
called Tecnmsekeh,(the shooting star ) Ofcuurse 
at t he time ofliis death iu 1813. be could not have 
been much more than about 45 or 46 y ears of age. 

I lie waiter heard Tectnnseh speak in council in 
1807, and then took dawn a short sketch of List 
speech, which went the pounds Of I lie n* trspapeta' 
of his mighty miod) what came to pass — that the 
[ Indians were as capable of carrying on their in- 
trigues as the whites, and that Tecumseh would be 
(he cause of trouble. Tecumseh wa about six feet 
high, spare and slender made, a small head, high 
ceeek, small but piercing eyes. When roused or 
auimated in debate, the vein6 of his retreating 
forehead would swell to an unusual size. He w as 
graceful in his addi ess; hut reserved in Ins man, 
ners. His whole deportment manifested a great, 
but an ambitious man.

By tbe M.inhdttan, at New-York, London pa , 
pers are received to l lie tith nit. 

A tremendous £alo w •» experienced at Gibral 1 
tar an I in the Mediterranean. on the 6th. 7th ami! 
8th of December. The number ol vessels driv-l 
en ashore at Gibraltar ar.d its immediate neigh- 1 
horliood, amounts to about tvo 'mn 1 ed and forty ; 
and those driven on the coast ol Spain is estima- 
ted at more than five hundred Many ol these 
vessels were totally lost with portions ot the, 
crews ; and it is feared several \ essels foundered 
at sea. Mutnerous dead bodies had been picked 
up along the beach A Gibraltar paper says— ! 
‘•It may w ith confidence be asserted, that ol be 
een 3 and 400 vessels in this port, not a dozen 
nave escaped; almost one hall of Ihem were 
stranded, principally on the Neutral Ground, and 
in some places, lying in heaps, crushed togeth- 
er. Such a time has never before been experi-! 
ericed here.” 

In the gale, the Colombian privateer Gen 
•Suubletle was totally wrecked on the Spanish 
lines; the captain, surgeon, and At men escaped 
at the time; 2 or 3 were killed by the Spanish 
guard firing upon them; and the residue, from 70 
to 8o in number, were made prisoners. On the 
9th, 43 of these effected their escape and arrived 
at Gibraltar. j
